The state recommends that the | 
entire town be revalued every five years, so this will be an ongoing | 
process. The assessed values and sale prices are tracking pretty closely. 


We thank Randy Richmond for his years of service as Selectman — he 
| chose not to run in 2005. We invite all citizens to consider serving in an 
| elected or appointed office and experience democracy at the local level. 


| Ron Reed retired in April after 12 years with the Highway department and 
| George Gilman retired in October after more than 20 years as Road Agent. | 
| These t wo public servants s pent countless hours keeping Gilsum’s roads | 
| open in the winter and doing summer maintenance. We thank them very | 
| much their hard work and dedication, and wish them well for the future. 


| We welcome Shane Hakala to the Highway department. He has been | 
| doing a fine job for us since April. We welcome George Adams as our | 
| Building Inspector as of March 2005 — a helpful and knowledgeable man. 


| The Vessel Rock Road underdrain project was completed over the 
| summer. Rebuilding the road bed and resurfacing Vessel Rock Road is 
| planned for 2006. The Gilsum Road Committee will help the selectmen 
| create a plan and schedule for maintaining and repairing all the roads in 
| Gilsum, and set priorities for those in critical need of attention. We are 
| grateful to the four citizens that serve on this committee, Fred Jackson, 
Tim LaRoche, Harlen Maguire & Ed Wilber. 


| The town needs to purchase equipment for maintaining the town roads. 
The recommendation is to buy a used grader and a new backhoe this year 
| as they are needed for regular maintenance and special projects. 


| The “500 year flood event” on October 8" and 9" brought 11 inches of 
rain in less than 12 hours, washing out roadside ditches, and damaging 
| many roads in Town. The Ashuelot River jumped its banks in only a few | 
| places in Gilsum, damaging parts of Route 10 and the River Road. 
| Cheshire County was declared a Federal Disaster area and the Federal | 
| Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) awarded $87,868 to Gilsum for 
| repair of flood damaged roads.

GILSUM PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report 2005 


The total number of materials borrowed from the Gilsum Public Library for the 
year 2005 was 2070. Of this total, 820 were adult books, 749 were children’s 
books, 388 were magazines and 113 were videos. The number of registered 
borrowers was 269 adults and 101 children for a total of 370 library card 
holders. 


There have been 277 books added to our shelves this year making a grand total 
of 9763 cataloged volumes. Most of these books were new purchases 
although many were donations. Thanks to all who contributed money or 
donated books to the library. 


In addition to these, we have approximately 150 more books rented from the 
McNaughton Book Service. We subscribe to 20 magazines and receive 
donations of many others. Our video collection is fast growing and gives the 
patrons a nice variety of titles to view. We also offer audio books and CDs to 
borrow. 


Services for the community are Home Healthcare, Hospice and Community 
Services free blood pressure clinics and flu shots, the purchase of Gilsum 
village history maps, local area mine maps, Gilsum postcards, NH Mine and 
Mineral Books and the reprinted Gilsum History . Photocopying service is also 
available for a small fee. 


Summer reading programs are always a fun time for children and adults as well. 
This year we lost our seventh annual Summer Reading Challenge with Sullivan. 
We presented the Sullivan readers with an ice cream dish trophy at the ending 
ice cream sundae celebration. Our goal for the year 2006 is to win it back. 


The Citizen of the Year Award, which is sponsored by the Gilsum Library, was 
presented to William Johnson this year at Old Home Day. Congratulations, Bill.

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THE TOWN OF GILSUM 
Town Meeting Minutes 
March 8, 2005 


Moderator Ernest N. Peter opened the polls at the Gilsum Community 
Center at 1:00pm, Tuesday March 8, 2005 for the purpose of electing 
Town Officers and voting on 7 Zoning Ordinance Amendments. The 
School District elections were held concurrently with the town elections. 
The polls closed sharply at 6:00pm, and the counting of the Town 
Officer & Zoning Amendment Ballots commenced. Moderator Peter 
elected to postpone the Town Meeting until March 15, 2005 at 7:30pm 
due to the inclement weather. The postponement was posted in 2 public 
locations as well as in The Keene Sentinel Newspaper & announced on 
local radio stations. 


Moderator Ernest Peter called the Business Meeting to order at 7:45pm 
at the Gilsum Community Center beginning with a moment of silent 
prayer. Nancy Mitchell led the Pledge of Allegiance. Moderator Peter 
announced Gilsum’s 2004 Citizen of the Year Lois Hastings. Of the 500 
registered voters, only 179 voted in the elections 35.8% (Robin) 35.9% 
(Ernest) a reasonable voter turnout, most in the first 3 hours of the 
opening of the polls. 


The following articles were presented and acted upon: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing.

Edie Hasbrouck was introduced by Moderator Peter, she spoke on behalf 
of the Recreation Committee & the Historical Society in re: to accepting 
donations for welcome baskets for new residents in town & Senior 
Socials, to meet at the church beginning the first Friday in May. 


Selectman Roger Weinreich spoke next announcing Ron Reed’s 
retirement from the Highway Department (12 Years of Service). 


Bill Hasbrouck spoke next thanking Ron Reed for his service & Randy 
Richmond for his service as Selectmen. 


Mike Klein announced sign-up sheets for open positions on various town 
boards. Mike encourages new residents to get involved while other 
“experienced” members are still serving. 


Selectmen Roger Weinreich introduces our new Selectman, Louise Cook 
& our new Building Inspector, George Adams. Weinreich & Adams 
entertained those present (approximately 34 voters) with a rock climbing 
demonstration on the newly built rock-climbing wall located in the gym. 
Moderator Peter enlightens us as to the last time that Gilsum had 
postponed a Town Meeting (researched by Lois Hastings), dating back to 
1968 there are no records of any postponed meetings.

To see if the Town will vote to adopt a policy recognizing 
groundwater and surface waters are a critical, finite, integrated 
natural resource that is becoming increasingly scarce and subject 
to heavy contamination as our human population grows. Having 
clean, potable water is a basic human right, not the privilege of 
those who can afford it. Water is essential to the public health, 
and for all life. Our community's wildlife and plant life depend 
on sufficient amounts of pure water to sustain them. In this 
regard, the Town should seek assistance from local and federal 
sources, including the conservation commission, regional 
planning commission, the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services, the U.S. Geological Survey and private 
conservation groups to protect these resources. 

Therefore, the Town directs the Selectmen as follows: 

1. Identify and map the Town's water resources, 
including, but not limited to, ponds, lakes, rivers, streams, 
wetlands and aquifers. Identify and label groundwater resources 
pursuant to the provisions of RSA 485-C:9, the New Hampshire 
groundwater protection statute. 

2. With other town agencies and officials, and those of 
other neighboring communities that share the same or connected 
surface and groundwater resources, protect these resources 
through developing ordinances that emphasize sustainable use 
and best management practices by placing strict limits on 
commercial and other large scale water withdrawals not directly 
related to providing potable water for residential, commercial, 
agricultural and industrial uses within the Town. 


3. That the Selectmen and other Town officials 


coordinate these water 


protection efforts with other Towns sharing the same or 
connected surface or groundwater resources through joint 
hearings on large water withdrawal applications and any other 
Town permits and approvals that involve shared water resources 
in any of these Towns. (By Petition)

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Report On Gilsum Landfill Closing 


In March of 2003, the Town of Gilsum, NH voted to spend up to $ 20,920 to 
conduct the Phase I and Phase II for the closure of the Gilsum Landfill. This 
vote was a non-lapsing article covering a four-year period. 


In May of 2003, ARC Environmental Consultants, Inc. was hired to conduct 
testing for the closure. 


Phase I: ARC dug eight test pits within the perimeter of the landfill area. 

These pits showed amazingly clean soil according to the engineer who was 
observing. In September three groundwater-monitoring wells were installed and 
tested. No Volatile Organic Compounds (VOC’s) were detected in any of these 
wells. | 


Phase II: In the spring of 2005, two more monitoring wells were installed on 
the down-gradient perimeter of the landfill. Initial sampling did not show any 
VOC’s. 


In May and September of 2005 a total of 10 samples were taken from the 5 
wells. No VOC’s were detected in any sample. In addition, tests were made for 
8 RCRA metals. There were either no impacts or slight impacts. Iron and 
Manganese are above secondary drinking water standards. However, this is a 
natural occurrence in much of the well water in Gilsum. 


The reports with all maps and details including all tests have been sent to the 
State of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services. The engineer 
and the Selectmen are very pleased with the results thus far. We will be 
awaiting further recommendations from DES. 


The full reports are on file in the Selectmen’s Office for review by anyone who 
wishes.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


| have completed the audit of the books and records of the Town 
of Gilsum, NH for the period ending December 31, 2004. 


The purpose of this examination was to determine with reasonable 
assurance, that the financial information presented to the town 
was free from material misstatements and that the information 
presented fairly the financial activities of the Town.

2005 Annual Report 

The Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC) was 
established in 1994, one year after the Ashuelot River was enrolled into the State 
Rivers Management and Protection Program. Since then, members, nominated 
by local municipal officials and appointed by the Commissioner of the 
Department of Environmental Services (DES), have been educated in a broad 
array of issues associated with the River and its watershed. It is the hope of the 
committee to be a resource that works well between the interests and concerns 
of the citizens in the watershed and State authorities. 

The volunteer Ashuelot River water quality monitoring program in 
conjunction with the DES Volunteer River Assessment Program (VRAP) 
continued for its fifth season. Ten sites were sampled along the River’s 64-mile 
length, from Washington to Hinsdale. Analyses were done for E. coli, 
temperature, pH, total phosphorus, dissolved oxygen (DO), turbidity and 
conductivity, with the City of Keene donating lab services for E. coli. ARLAC 
members, working with community volunteers, participated in a spring training 
session, leading into a five-month effort of sampling once per month from May 
through September. Additional E. coli. samples were taken in Keene during 
July and September to help pinpoint possible contamination sources. In 
November, Donna Hanscom of the Keene Wastewater Treatment Facility, 
presented ARLAC and monitor volunteers with a summary presentation of this 
year's sampling results as well as a 5-year analysis. The Ashuelot River 
continues to maintain its Class B designation of swimmable and fishable. High 
bacteria counts tend to occur during high water events, most frequently in 
September followed by August and then July. The 5-year data are available 
online at http://academics.keene.edu/pegglest/AshuelotRiver.htm. ARLAC 
continues to support the Ashuelot Valley Environmental Observatory (AVEO) 
in implementing macroinvertebrate monitoring on the River with the expectation 
that it will provide added depth to the water quality data. Continued monitoring 
and public education will keep the Ashuelot River the vital community resource 
that it is today. 

This fall ARLAC, with the assistance of Communities Getting 
Involved, held its first River clean-up in conjunction with the Connecticut River 
Watershed Council's Source to the Sea Clean-up. Forty-two area residents 
cleaned 8y River miles from Ashuelot Park in Keene to the Homestead Dam in 
Swanzey, collecting 1,277 pounds of trash from the riverbanks. Keene State 
College students joined this effort, filled a 4 cubic yard dumpster with trash and 
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retrieved 20 shopping carts from the River. Local businesses and towns 
contributed with support of food, supplies, and disposal. 

A regular task for ARLAC is to review and comment on state permit 
applications within the River corridor that may have potential impacts on the 
River. This year we submitted comments on projects proposed in Gilsum, 
Keene, Swanzey, Winchester, and Hinsdale. These included | site-specific 
application, and 8 wetlands applications. ARLAC continued to follow the 
legislative committee sludge discussions, and continued to advocate for 
maintaining River corridor protection. 

We continued participation as a member of the Homestead Dam 
Feasibility Study Advisory Group. This group was established to assure public 
input during the Swanzey Homestead Dam feasibility study performed by the 
consultant team of Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc. The final Feasibility Study is 
complete and available online at www.des.state.nh.us/Dam/DamRemoval, and a 
hard copy is available at Swanzey Town Hall. ARLAC continues to support 
removal of the Homestead dam. ARLAC met with NH Fish and Game and 
town representatives in Winchester and Hinsdale to facilitate placement of 
historic signage at those two dam removal sites. Fiske Mill dam in Hinsdale, 
once slated for removal, is now under new ownership and will to continue run as 
a hydroelectric facility with plans for fish ladder installation. 

Other projects include participation in the planning of The Nature 
Conservancy's Ashuelot River Continuity Project. This project is to be 
implemented by AVEO and will involve assessing barriers to fish movement 
such as culverts and bridges in the Ashuelot watershed. The town of 
Washington is considering the development of an overlay district called the 
Ashuelot Pond Watershed Area. ARLAC gave our support to this project and 
nominated our Washington representative to that committee. 

ARLAC's winter hike took place in Marlow last February, snowshoeing 
the hillsides along the River and spotting signs of porcupine, bobcat, deer and 
coyote. ARLAC encourages everyone to enjoy the River in all seasons and to 
join the Swanzey Conservation Commission in its annual spring paddle of the 
River in Swanzey. 

The Committee meets each month, on the third Tuesday evening in 
Keene. The Local Advisory Committee invites citizens and town officials to 
contact their local ARLAC representatives or the Southwest Region Planning 
Commission for more information.

Annual Report for the year 2005 


The Conservation Commission has begun work on a comprehensive inventory of our 
natural resources, which will list our wetlands and watercourses, hills and gorges, mineral 
deposits, forest cover and wildlife populations. It will show, to the best of our abilities, 
how the various aspects of our natural world interconnect and how they might be best 
utilized and protected. This is not a small undertaking and will require extensive input 
from the citizens of our town. We will be distributing questionnaires, holding hearings 
and informational meetings, setting up interactive displays and generally looking for 
information from all segments of our population. When all is said and done, we hope to 
assemble a Natural Resources Inventory that we can all be proud of and which will serve 
to guide our further conservation efforts. 


We are beginning now to raise and set aside funds to be used for future land acquisition 

and protection (with approval from the Town Meeting and the Board of Selectmen). It is 

natural, therefore, to ask what long-range goals might look like for our town. Here are 

some possibilities: 

= Town Forests where wild lands and hiking trails and sustainable forestry 
demonstrations may coexist 

» Conservation easements which can protect critical areas while providing necessary 
wildlife habitat and ongoing public enjoyment 

=» Major wetlands with “Prime Wetland” designation which can greatly enhance the 
protection of these vital areas 


The Conservation Commission has had an active year in other areas as well. For 

example, we have: . 

= —_ conducted our annual hike at the Bears Den State Natural Area 

= reviewed two dredge-and-fill applications in conjunction with the NH Department of 
Environmental Services, involving site visits, assessment, commentary, 
recommendation and follow-up 

= furthered in-service education by attending two conferences dealing with land 
preservation and natural resource protection 

* —_ considered solutions to point-source pollution such as removing junk cars and 
discouraging illegal tire dumping 

# studied potential control strategies for invasive species, particularly japanese 
knotweed and purple loosestrife which currently threaten the Frog Pond area 

= developed commission by-laws to help ensure efficient operation 

= established a committee to recommend policies and procedures which may then be 
adopted to enable consistent and effective response by the commission 


The Conservation Commission is the only town board charged specifically with 
protecting and preserving our natural resources. Our meeting times and dates are posted 
at the Gilsum Store, the Post Office and at the Town Office; minutes of all meetings are 
posted in the lobby of the Town Office. Our regular monthly meetings are currently 
scheduled for 7pm on the 4"" Tuesday of the month at the Town Office — all are welcome 
to join us.
